With building ‘perinits amounts 
ing to $260,375 for the month of 
May, a record for being the sec- 
ond heaviest month for construc- 
tion in the history of Richmond, 
was established. Of this amount 
$96,400 was for the construction 
of new homes, making the month 


A total of 101 new homes have 
been built since January 1. 

Commercial building on which 
construction was started during 
the month amounted to $156,000, of 
which $136,000 was for the work 
on the new Mercantile bank builé- 
ing. 

October 1925, when building per- 
mits totaled $307,490, established 
the record for construction in

Richmond. but of this amount, 
$158,280 was for the construction 
of the new Carquinez hot3l. 


Considering that only 190 new 
homes were constructed in Rich- 
mond in the five-year period end-« 
ing December 31, 1925, the year 
1926 promises to surpass the five 
previous years in home‘ construc- 
tion. During the five months of 
this year more than half the 
number of homes built in the five 
previous years have been com- 
pleted. Home building is begin- 
ning to keep pace with the popu- 
lation growth of the city.
